REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Winslow, I sub- 
mit the following annual report: 


Upon assuming the duties of Superintendent of Schools, 
certain problems presented themselves with regard to housing 
an entering class of 127 pupils. There was a necessity of 
providing classroom space for 670 pupils in buildings de- 
signed to care for 560 pupils. 


Extensive renovations were made to the basement play 
areas to provide space for two classes as an emergency 
measure. T'wo additional teachers were employed to provide 
instruction for pupils in these rooms. 


In order to comply with state regulations, it became neces- 
sary to install an additional fire escape on the Halifax Street 
School, to purchase a new school bus and to make altera- 
tions to boilers in all school buildings. 


Teachers new to the Winslow school system include Miss 
Faye Gordon who replaced Mrs. Biron in the high school, 
and Mr. Pearl Johnson who filled the vacancy left by the 
resignation of Mr. Hanscom in the high school science de- 
partment. Mrs. Alice Malone and Mrs. Virginia Smiley were 
added to the elementary school staff. Mr. Robert McNaught 
and Mrs. Mary Maroon returned to the high school after 
an absence from teaching. 


I have been impressed with the high quality of instruction 
being offered the school pupils. Many teachers have continued 
to improve themselves by professional study and in all cases 
we have experienced teachers.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
To the Superintendent of Schools and Citizens of Winslow: 


This year I would like to use the space allotted for my 
yearly report to introduce to you some important findings 
of the guidance department. This department has accom- 
plished a great deal since its inception and has become an 
integral part of our system. This is not a complete guidance 
report but simply an attempt to bring to your notice a situa- 
tion that needs to be remedied. 


Mr. Robert McNaught, Guidance Director, reports as 
follows: 


The guidance department was instituted at Winslow four 
years ago, with the express purpose of helping individuals 
to understand and use wisely the educational, vocational, 
and personal potentialities and opportunities which they 
have or can develop. 


To attain this goal it was necessary to subject each student 
to tests that would measure their Intelligence Quotient and 
level of achievement. With the results of these tests and the 
use of follow-up reports from graduates we are constantly 
re-evaluating our curriculum both in presentation and con- 
tent. Revisions found to be suitable are instituted. Students 
are advised to enter learning programs that are academically 
suited to their abilities and fully exploit their skills and in- 
terests. 


I have just finished a Reading Survey which explains 
many of the problems of the elementary and high school 
students. It included the 6th, 7th, 8th and 9th grades. Two 
hundred sixty-five students were tested. The results showed 
155 or 60% of those students under their expected reading 
achievement. In the general breakdown we find 74 students 
or 28% fairly near their achievement level. (This could de- 
velop into greater deficiency unless some remedial work is 
done.) However, the remaining 81 students or 32% are in 
dire need of a remedial instructor. 
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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


This marks the end of the tenth year that the Public 
Health Nursing Program under the State Enabling Act Ser- 
vice has been in effect. The work so well established by 
Mrs. Christian in the first six years has been carried on and 
expanded as new needs were made known, and we can point 
with pride to many of the results and accomplishments. Of 
importance is the fact that we have no more diptheria, and 
the incidence of whooping cough has been vastly reduced, 
mostly because of our immunization service to infants, 
preschool and school children. Also many underprivileged 
children have benefited considerably through attendance at 
local and State-sponsored clinics, and through increased local 
health facilities. Some way has always been found to assist 
in solving the various problems which came up, and much of 
our success has been due to the fine cooperation of parents 
and local physicians and dentists, plus the generous assis- 
tance given by the local Service Clubs and by many volun- 
teer workers in the Community. 


Our Health Council has met regularly every three months, 
and its most important achievement to date was its spon- 
sorship of a Community education project regarding fluori- 
dation of the Town’s water supply. This was approved in 
the last Town Meeting by a large vote, and while we cannot 
have fluoridation until other communities in the Water 
District vote it also, still Winslow was the first to give its 
approval. 


The following is a summary of Public Health activities 
for the year 1954: 


The Child Health Conferences have been held every 
month with the exception of October, with two pediatricians 
present each time. Attendance this year was 399 as compared 
with 294 last year. There were 254 physical examinations 
given, and 129 children received the complete series of diph- 
theria, whooping cough-and tetanus inoculations. There were 
27 smallpox vaccinations. 


Reading is fundamental to all courses, without this funda- 
mental skill students will fail not only in school] as students, 
but later as well informed citizens of a rapidly changing 
world. 


At the high school level I found 86% of the failures at the 
end of the last marking period had test records indicating 
a 2 to 6 year deficency in reading achievement. 


Factors that are significantly tied to the test results are: 


1. When a student enters the first grade it doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean that he has reached the age of reading 
readiness. 


2. Our elementary classrooms are so overcrowded it restricts 
the amount of individual help a teacher can give. 


3. Our classes are heterogeneously grouped, which of 
necessity lessens the emphasis on remedial work. 


4. Certainly some of the cases can be attributed to low 
intelligent quotients. 


I have talked to many of the teachers in the high school 
as well as in the elementary schools and their cooperation 
has made this survey possible. We all agree that one of the 
greatest handicaps to normal school achievement is a low 
reading proficiency. That in general the main difficulties 
arise from the fact that pupils are expected to read before 
they are ready or are reading beyond their level or ability 
to comprehend. 


I think the facts submitted speak for themselves. I con- 
clude this report with a recommendation that at present at 
least one remedial teacher be employed in the Winslow 
School system. 


We feel that the school’s obligation is not discharged until 
each youth is launched on his adult career with a feeling of 
_ adequacy and a fair outlook for success suited to his abilities. 
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School Immunization Clinics: These were given in all | 
elementary schools. Complete immunizations were given to 
28 children, plus 133 boosters and 114 smallpox vaccinations 
as requested by parents. 


Topical Applications of Sodium Fluoride to reduce 
tooth decay were done for school children in the spring. 
In November the program was made available to pre- 
school children aged 3 to 4. In all, 222 children received 
the treatments, but we hope that next time more preschool 
children will participate, as a child’s first teeth are very 
important. 


HEALTH SERVICES IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS: 


Physical examinations for grades 1, 4, 8, and 11 were done 
in the fall, and 213 children were examined. There were 76 
found with minor defects and parents were notified. 

As in the past three years, we have had the dental cor- 
rection program limited to those children who could not 
otherwise see a dentist. In all, 28 children have had dental 
work completed. We do as many as we can, but naturally 
we can’t do all we would like to. One of the Service Clubs 
is planning to do its annual survey of 4th grade children’s 
teeth, and will offer dental care to those in need. We are 
very grateful for this service which supplements and extends 
our program. 

HEARING TESTS are to be done this year in all schools 
from the fourth grade up. These are done every two years, 
using the State audiometer equipment. 

During the year a total of 764 home visits were made; 
many of these were made at request of parents or teachers, 
and others were routine follow-up visits to patients on special 
services who had attended clinics, or routine visits to new 
infants. The teachers have always been very helpful in re- 
porting the children’s health needs to the nurse, and their 
cooperation is much appreciated.

During the year the department res- 
ponded to 99 calls, 16 regular box alarms, 74 telephone calls, 
2 automobile and 7 false alarms.

FIRE PROTECTION 


A large percentage of fires are caused by defective wiring 
and improper fuses. If fuses constantly blow out do not 
increase the voltage of the fuse, investigate and correct the 
cause of the trouble. All farmers should have a ladder long 
enough to reach the roof of buildings so that sparks falling 
on shingles could be extinguished. When a fire alarm is 
telephoned in every case information should be given as to 
whether the fire is in the chimney or not. This will enable 
enable the Fire Department to carry the proper fire fighting 
apparatus and would also aid the speed with which the de- 
partment could make a fire. Please prevent fires by being 
careful. Most disastrous fires can be traced to carelessness. 
Soda and Acid Fire Extinguishers should be recharged every 
two years. The Fire Department is at your service and if 
you bring your Fire Extinguisher to the Fire Station it 
will be refilled free of charge.

RECOMMENDATION 


The year 1926 the Town of Winslow bought one Game- 
well Automatic Steam Whistle Blowing Machine complete 
with 2%” brass flange valve. The cost was $1,141.59. It 
was installed in the Boiler Room of H. & W. Div. $50.00 
per year was paid for steam service. Now the cost is $50.00 
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more a year for labor to maintain this system in Boiler 
Room. 


The 2 %” brass valve cannot be repaired any more and 
we need a new one which will cost $250.00. Due to the new 
construction work in Boiler Room we will have to change the 
Whistle Machine in a new location. This will cost $600.00 
and still we will have a 29 year old machine. 


I would like to recommend that the Town purchase a 
new system which consists of one three way Clark Cooper 
Air Horne size 6’’ x 8” x 10” — one electric coding valve 
— one timing relay No. 1756 — one pressure reducing valve 
—one safety valve—one 2 YCH 5-3 HP Single phase 
—60 Cycle 230 volt Air Compressor — one air tank and 
necessary tubing — valves — fittings and installed in Fire 
Station. This system is more dependable than the Steam 
Whistle, not requiring much attention and lower expense. 
This could be heard at a greater distance. 


Proposition No. 1 


The Gamewell Company quote a system by using the 
same equipment mentioned above complete and installed 
in Fire Station for $3,100.00. 


Proposition No. 2 


The Safa Alarm Division will install at Fire Station a 
complete fire alarm system same as Proposition No. 1 for 
around $2,800.00. 


Proposition No. 3 


If the Town of Winslow will buy all the equipment that 
we need for fire alarm system and we do the work ourselves 
the cost will be $2,100.00.

ARTICLE 37. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to build a sidewalk, gravel base and warrenite topping 
on Halifax St. starting at Gerard Fortin’s residence to Wilbert 
Fortin’s residence. 


ARTICLE 38. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to build a warrenite sidewalk from the corner of Rous- 
seau St. going south to Halifax Street, also from Bilodeau’s 
residence to and including Waldo Vigue’s residence. 


ARTICLE 39. To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to build a warrenite sidewalk on Frawley Street starting 
at the residence of Clifford Castilloux to Dr. Roger Bourassa 
about 400 ft. 


ARTICLE 40. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to accept Frawley Strieet from where already accepted 
about 150 feet to Halifax Street and raise the sum of $375. to 
build same. 


ARTICLE 41. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise the sum of $525. to extend Frawley Street Sewer 
to Halifax Street a distance of 220 feet.

Bernard and raise $100. for same. 


ARTICLE 48. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to build two catch basins on the corner of N. Garand 
Street and Stobie Street and raise money for same. 


ARTICLE 49. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town wil 
vote to raise a sum of money to install a catch basin on 
the north side of Danielson Street and to the left of entrance 
to driveway to High School. 
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ARTICLE 50. To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $800. for the maintenance of sewers. 


ARTICLE 51. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $7,000. for the purchase of a four wheel drive 
Marmon Harrington truck. 


ARTICLE 52. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise a sum of money for a skating rink. 


ARTICLE 53. To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $84,800.00 for public schools instruction. 


ARTICLE 54. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $8,000.00 for public schools fuel. 


ARTICLE 55. To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $8,600.00 for public schools janitors. 


ARTICLE 56. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $24,700.00 for public schools conveyance. 


ARTICLE 57. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $3,500.00 for public school textbooks. 


ARTICLE 58. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $4,375.00 for public school supplies. 


ARTICLE 59. To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $3,300.00 for public schools water, gas, elec- 
tricity and telephone expenses. 


ARTICLE 60. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $7,100.00 for general repairs to public schools. 


‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise a sum of money to instruct handicapped chil- 
dren.

To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to sell to the Central Maine Power Co. a right of way 
twenty-five feet wide along the west side of their present 
right of way on the Hosford and Bray farm, this right of 
way covers about 4.3 acres; the price offered is $50.00 per 
acre. 


ARTICLE 71. To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
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vote to turn over to the Hollingsworth & Whitney Division 
of the Scott Paper Co. the part of Taconet Street lying west 
of the west line of Laurier Roy. 


ARTICLE 72. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote a sum of money for the services and expenses of a town 
nurse under enabling act. 


ARTICLE 73. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise the sum of $500. to continue fluoridation of 
children’s teeth. 


ARTICLE 74. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $250.00 for the care of cemeteries. 


ARTICLE 75. To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $300, to decorate soldiers’ graves on Memorial 
Day and care of Monument lot. 


ARTICLE 76. To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $100. for tent caterpillars. 


ARTICLE 77. To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise the sum of $700. to purchase Belmont lot No. 
3, 


ARTICLE 78. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to accept and authorize the road commissioner and the 
selectmen of the town to have charge of the removal of snow 
in the thorough-fares and parking lots at the churches in 
Winslow. 


ARTICLE 79. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise the sum of $200. for Street Signs. 


ARTICLE 80. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to raise $375. to be paid to the State of Maine Publicity 
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Bureau to be expended and used for advertising the natural 
resources, advantages and attractions of the State of Maine 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 80, Section 95, 
of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 


ARTICLE 81. To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
vote to authorize the selectmen on behalf of the town to 
sell and dispose of any real estate acquired by the town for 
non-payment of taxes thereon, on such terms as they deem 
advisable and to execute quit claim deeds of such pro- 
perty. 


ARTICLE 82. ‘To see if the inhabitants of the town will 
authorize and instruct its selectmen to borrow from time to 
time during the current municipal year a sum or sums not 
exceeding in the aggregate $130,000.00 dollars upon tempor- 
ary loans in anticipation of taxes in the current municipal 
year for the purpose of paying obligations of the town when 
the same shall become due and to execute and negotiate for 
such a loan or loans a note or notes of the town, signed by 
the selectmen and the town treasurer payable on or before 
February 10, 1956 out of the money raised by taxes during 
the current municipal year. 


ARTICLE 83. To see what action the inhabitants of 
the town will take on the following Ordinances: 


SLIDING 

To see if the inhabitants of the town will authorize its se- 
lectmen to close the street at the corner of Rousseau and 
Hallowell Streets to the corner of Hallowell and Halifax 
Streets for sliding. 


PARKING 

To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote for two hour 
parking beginning at the junction of Halifax and Bay Streets 
going north about 200 feet along the east side of Bay Street. 


To see if the inhabitants of the town will vote for two hour 
parking on both sides of Benton Avenue from Danielson 
Street to Dean Street including all side Streets except Taconet 
Street and from Herd Street to Mohegan Street where park- 
ing restrictions are already in effect. 


And you are alike required to notify the inhabitants of said 
town that the selectmen will be in session at the Selectmen’s 
Office on the 9th, 10th, 11th days of March A. D. 1955 from 
9:00 A. M., E. S. T. to 4:00 P. M., E. S. T. for the purpose 
of correcting the list of voters. Hereof fail not and make due 
return of this warrant with your doings hereof on or before 
the hour of said meeting.
